The most 
active area in the various theaters of 
the war is in Albania, where the 
French and Italians are continuing 
their successes against the Austrians. 

While it is not expected far-reach- 
ing results will be brought about by 
the offensive in this section of the 
world, the movement has in it possibili- 
ties which seem interesting. The 
rapid progress made by the French 
and Italians, the probability that the 
Austro-Bulgar line to the east past 
Lake Ochrida may be outflanked, and 
the possibility that an offensive may 
be launched along the Saloniki front, 
tend to gve the events in Albania 
some importance at à time when the 
main battle area is quiet.

Washington, July 10.—The remark- 
able success of the Czecho-Slovak le- 
gions in re-establishing law and order 
in Siberia and in overcoming armed op- 
position from former German and Aus- 
| trian prisoners of war has had the er- 


fect of suspending the preparation of 
plans by the entente uowers and the 
United States for the organization of 
an international military force to cam- 
paign in Siberia. 

It was stated authoritatively today, 
however, that none of the plans con- 
sidered had met the objection of the 
United States government that they in- 
volved a weakening of the western 
front in Europe. Besides this objec- 
tion there has been a reluctance on the 
part of the administration to depart 
from its policy of non-interference in 
the internal affairs of a friendly coun- 
try, although it was admitted an ex- 
ception might be justified in the case 
of Siberia if it were clearly established 
that the native population was forei- 
bly dominated by Austro-German 801- 
diers ‘and inflnence. 

It is understood an agreement to try 
the American proposal to assist the 
Russians economically to rehabilitate 
themselves was about as far as the ne- 
gotiationg between the entente and the 
Washington. authorities had progressed 
when news of the rapid Czecho-Slovak 
campaign in Siberia demonstrated the 
necessity for revision of any platis for 
a military campaign in that country. It 
was said the developments were so sud- 
den and unexpected it wag not now 
possible to decide just how and when 
military aid should be extended: 


Supplies to Be Furnished. 


There is no intention, however, 
abandoning the plan for the introduc- 
tion into Siberia of supplies from 
America needed by the people of that 
country and the personnel of the com- 
mission to take charge of this work is 
being selected. 

Recognizing the great value of the 
work being done by the Czecho-Slovaks 
in counteracting of German activities 


in Siberia without entry into the po- 


litical quarrels of the Siberians, en- 
tente powers will give the legions sym- 
pathetic and material support, if need 
de, as they hold this would be entirely 
consistent with an attitude of neutral- 
ity, in view of the fact that the Czecho- 
Slovaks are their allies and are pledged 
to refrain Yrom asserting control over 
the country through which they are 
passing, once they have put it in or- 
der. 

In discussing the Czecho-Slovak suc- 
esses today the Czecho-Slovak national 
council here declared the forces are 
fighting in Siberia with the sole idea 
of battling as one of the allied forces 
against the Germans and their move- 
ment would be governed by orders 
transmitted them through Professor T. 
G. Masaryk, their leader, who now i 
in this country. It was explained that 
while indifferent .as to whether they 
fought on the western front or an east- 
ern front, the Czecho-Slovaks feel that 
they must not be involved .in the in- 
ternal affairs of any country. 

When they started from Ruasia to 
France the Czecho-Slovaks numbered 
some sixty thousand, but these have 
been augmented by escaped prisoners, 
both from the Austrian and Rumanian 
armies, and, therefore, now ig said to 
number more than 100,000 trained and 
disciplined men 3 skillful military 
leaders.

The administration of the policy will 
center in the director of industrial re- 
lations, and it was adopted, according 
to the announcement, in order that the 
numerous perplexing Gugevions regard- 
ing labor problems, which are contin- 
ually demanding attention, may 
dealt with in a consistent and uniform 
manner. 

The principles and policies laid 
down by the war labor conference 
board in part are that there should be 
no strikes or lockouts during the war. 
that employees and employers shall 
have the right to organize, that em- 
ployers should not discharge workers 
for membership in unions, that the 
workers should not use coercive meas- 
ures to induce others to join their un- 
ions, that women shall receive equal

London, July 10.—A committee of 
English and Americans has been form- 
ed with Queen Alexandra as patroness 
to provide home comforts for, American 
soldiers at the front. The chief enter- 
‘prise of the committee will be send- 

ng parcels of food and luxuries which 
the soldiers cannot obtain at canteens 
and will be along lines similar to the 
work of committees which provide for 
British soldiers. The activities of th 
committee will include correspondence 
with the American troops and adoption 
of soldiers. | 

The difficulties of transport from 
America prevents Americans from re- 
ceiving parcels from home as exten- 
sively as do the British soldiers. Queen 
Alexandra has expressed her approval 
of the plan in a letter to Sir Charles 
Watson, chairman of the committee, 
in which she wrote: 

“The scheme to provide parcels for 
the splendid American fighting men at 
the front, I think, ig first rate. As 
their relatives and friends are so far 
away let us take their places.

Of the many killed in the villa en-

twenty-four died later.

ATLANTA BARBERS 
DEMAND INCREASE ~ 
IN REMUNERATION 


Local barbers of the International 
Barbers’ union have presented de- 
mands to the proprietors of fifty or 
more card shops of downtown and sub- 


urban Atlanta asking for an increase 
in remuneration from the present basis 
of 60 cents in the dollar to 65 cents 
in the dollar. Unless the demands are 
met, it is stated that they will leave 
their chairs Monday morning. 

B. E. Limbaugh, proprietor of the 
Healey Building Barber shop, stated 
Wednesday that the proprietors of fif- 
teen shops covering all the downtown 
establishments, had agreed to oppose 
the proposed increase. He pointed out 
that in anticipation of this necessary 
increase, all the union shops during 
last February had put into effect an 
advanced scale of prices to the custom- 
er, averaging about 25 per cent on all 
tonsorial items and automatically in- 
creasing the barbers’ remuneration to 
an equal or even greater degree. 

While the pay for the barber had 
materially increased, Mr. Limbaugh 
stated that the gross receipts to the 
shops have remained stationary, due to 
the falling off of customers on ac<- 
count of the higher prices. As fewer 
barbers are now ased to handle a re- 
duced clientele bringing about the same 
total revenue, he said, the pay of the 
average first-class barber has been in- 
creased by as much as $30 to $50 per 
month. 

It is stated that both factions are 
conferring with a view to arbitration.

“On the moral side,“ he wrote, “the 
nation is endeavoring to draw a dis- 
tinction between a profit commensu- 
rate with effort, or capital employed 
and stimulative to enterprise and pro- 
duction, and the profit that ig abnor- 
mally large due to war conditions.” 


It is this abnormal profit that Mr. 
Hoover holds up to public obloquy 
while declaring that in the face of 
shortage of commodities the main- 
tenance of maximum pi vaeuction is pos- 
sible only through prices high enough 
to stimulate “high cost” products 

Even under this stimulation 
Mr. Hoover points 1 excessive prof- 
its may be made by the low coat pro- 
ducers in a given line of indus and 
pointa to sugar as an example. * 
mum prices which would insure a 
profit to high cost producers were 
agreed upon, but at this level of prices 
he said a minority of the beet sugar 
factories will be earning profits on 
from 40 per cent to 100 per cent upon 
their investment.” | 

“This minority,” the letter contin- 
ued, “creates the impression of profit- 
eering. Their profits are in-ordinate. 
While the puBlic can receive its major 
protection through the measure taken, 
the correction of this green ole! prot- 
iteering can only be remedied by 
stronger taxation of war profits. 

“There is an additional phase of the 
limitation of profite by regulation 
where such regulation needs  co-or- 
dination with taxation. If a regula- 
tion of profits or price is placed at so 
low a level as to restrain the profits 
of the low cost producers to a normal 
profit, it will not only out off high 
eost * and increase thé short- 
age, but sometimes gives to the low 
cost producer the entire field and 
means the crowding out of many busi- 
ness concerns.

American left to fight for it. Absolute, un- 
qualified surrender of autocracy and so 
ealled “divine right” of a king to govern, 
regardless of the pleasure of the governed! 

President Wilson discussed the only 
“peace conditions” that are now or ever will 
be acceptable to civilization, in his historic 
address at the tomb of Washington, on the 
Fourth of July. In a single sentence of five 
words he said all that can be said on the 
subject, and clearly stated the position of 
this country and its war associates: 

“There can be no compromise!” 

And until Germany is ready to discuss 
peace upon the basis laid down by the pres! 
dent at Mount Vernon, all Prussian peace 
“feelers,” and all attempts to open a peace 
parley will be just that much time wasted! 

The day in which “peace by negotiation” 
was possible has long since passed; and now 
the only peace that can be considered is 
“peace by victory!” 


AS TO RUSSIA. 

Reports that an allied effort, participated 
in by the United States, is about to be made 
to rescue Russia from Prussian domination 
will be received with general gratification 
by the American public. 

It is understood that the measures to be 
tried first are to be “peaceful measures,” 
and also that they are “far short of the de- 
sires of the entente;” but, nevertheless, 
there is occasion for hope in the fact that 
something is going to be done to salvage 
what there is left of Russia before anarchy, 
Prussian intrigue and Hun exploitation com- 
pletes the work of totally wrecking it. 

President Wilson’s attitude toward the 
Russian situation and his reluctance to ac- 
cede to the entente’s proposal to have the 
allies make a united military display has 
been and is still an unexplained enigma. 
Fortunately, the public has taken the view 
__ | that the president is in better position than 
anyone else in this country to know what he 
is doing, what the situation there really is, 
and what is best to be done in dealing with 
it, and the general] disposition of the Ameri- 
can people has been—and very commendably 
s0—to place absolute confidence in their 
chief's wisdom, his willingness and his well - 
established ability to do the right thing at 
the right time. 

So the public feels today with regard to 
the newest developments: It feels a sense 
of regret that the president cannot concur 
in the fullest degree with the wish of our 
associate nations—which, by reason of more 
intimate relationship and nearer propin- 
quity, must also have a clear conception of 
what should be done and of the most effect- 
ive methods to employ in doing it—but that 
the whole country is with the president, 
ready and willing to trust him and to back 
him to the limit in whatever he thinks to be 
best, there is no doubt. 

The president, it must be assumed, has 
good reasons for his position. 

Perhaps at any time, upon any day, Pres- 
ident Wilson may go before congress or issue 
a statement fully explaining his position and 
the whole Russien situation as he sees it. 

Which, of course, would relieve the public 
mind—as light always does!—but pending 
some such move on his part he may rest 
assured of the cordial support and the entire 
confidence of those who look to and rely 
upon him for direction and leadership in 
this universal crisis.

Loss of Her Colonies 
Is a Staggering Blow 
to Germany.

Careless people speak of Germanys loss 
of her colonies as a trifling event. But 
scholars a to realize that she has suf- 
fered an immeasurable 
catastrophe. The Ger- 
man empire embraces 
208,000 square miles, 
the French 207,000, 
and Great Britain 
121,000 square miles. 
But Germany’s colonies, 
full of latent treasure, 
embraced 1,128,000 
square miles, Her losses 
in land alone are larger 
than Germany, Great 
Britain, . France, Bel- 
BP gium, Italy, plus the 

Dr. Hillis. Austrian empire. Ger- 
many’s southwestern colonies were once 
spoken of as valueless, just as the Transvaal, 
colonies were once spoken of as valueless, 
with its diamond and gold mines, could once 
have been bought for a song. Now that 
General Botha has organized a stable gov- 
ernment over the conquered German African 
provinces, the land has been carefully ex- 
amined, and we now discover that these 
tablelands lie at an altitude above the sea, 
giving a climate moderate, bracing and per- 
fectly suitable for white settlers, while the 
soil is peculiarly adapted for the production 
of the very products for which countries like 
Germany, England and France are in dire 
need. These lost colonies hold vast quanti- 
ties of farming land. The valleys produce 
cotton and rubber, with coffee and cocoa. 
The hills are rich in ores and metals and 
timber, while the plains are adapted to the 
grains and to the herds and flocks. Already, 
under the new government, the African 
colonies, lost to Germany, have begun to 
export rubber, hides, sisal hemp, ivory, palm 
oll, cotton, cocoa, copper, gold and dia- 
monds. To be sure, the diamond mines in 
the German colonies are not found in pipes, 
as at Kimberley, but are picked up in the 
sand. If the diamonds are small, they are 
also precious and bring the highest prices. 
In 1911 alone, from one German colony, dia- 
monds to the value of $6,500,000 were ex- 
ported. Meanwhile copper and lead mines 
have been discovered. In 1908 Germany 
wakened up to realize the enormous value 
of her colonies. She began to build rail- 
roads, she laid out towns and cities, she built 
public squares, erected huge schoolhouses, 
dedicated monuments and statues, created 
parks and public gardens, and the public 
buildings in the capitals of four German 
colonies in southwest Africa are among the 
hugest, if not the most beautiful among the 
colonies of the world. 

But in her colonies, as in Belgium and 
France, the Hun’s nature rushed into sight. 
The story of the German rule is a story of 
massacre, barbarity and inhumanity. Wher- 
ever the natives were prosperous war was 
made on them without mercy, and they were 
peeled of all their goods. When Germany 
went into one of her colonies she found 200,- 
000 natives. The Hun coveted the fat fields, 
and in three years they murdered 120,000 of 
the people. The Hereros were the chief 
sufferers. Men of all ages, with the women 
and children, were slaughtered. Those who 
dwelt in the remote frontiers of the colony 
were driven into the desert, where they died 
of thirst. Through sheer stupidity and cru- 
elty the German rulers killed off the native 
workers. The folly of the German colonial 
system is like that of a man who is 80 
anxious to capture the field of a farmer 
that he begins by burning down the house 
and chopping down the orchards and vine- 


yards and poisoning the wells. Meanwhile, 
all these treasure lands that had five times 


the extent of the German empire have been 


lost to the kaiser through his cruelty and 
covetousness. 


reason why or to account for the fact that 
Santa Claus had passed them by. 

Such a policy would strike a depressing 
blow at the American hearthstone, which, 
Heaven knows, will be hard-hit enough next 
Christmas! It would be an attack upon the 
spirit of the Yuletide—which is, and let us 
hope, always will be, the spirit that depicts 
and revivifies the most beautiful of our tra- 
ditions and annually brings out into the 
shining candlelight the most humane and 
Christlike traits of our character as a peo- 
ple. Don't let the war kill, or even scar, 
that! | 

In the second place, Christmas gifts cre 
more and more each year confined to articles 
that are needed and useful. That is ‘in 
keeping with what has been the general 
tendency of the public for several years; 
and it is not probable that a suspension ot 
gift-giving next Christmas would result in 
any appreciable saving of necessary com- 
modities or materials, nor of money, for 
that matter, because most of the gifts nor- 
mally exchanged will be of articles which 
would have to be purchased anyhow, but 
which, if given, would be infinitely more 
valuable to the recipient by reason of the 
love and the spirit of affection that attaches 
to a Christmas gift. 

And “needed and useful” gifts include 
children’s toys, too; for what is more needed 
and useful at Christmastime than dolls and 
toys! And what could be more destructive 
of the all-important morale of the people 
than the juvenile disappointment and heart- 
ache that would accompany a toyless Christ- 
mas! 

It is safe to say that practically all of the 

merchandise, especially the toys, intended 
for the Christmas demand is already manu- 
factured and awaiting the “holiday trade;” 
so that a curtailment of Christmas gift-giv- 
ing would have practically no effect upon 
the manufacturers nor upon the supply of 
raw materials. It would simply leave the 
merchants with a lot of wares on their 
hands. 
As a matter of public welfare, it might 
be well to discourage, not the giving of 
useful gifts, but the interchange of cards 
and letters—the very things which the na- 
tional council exempts under its recommen- 
dations! 

It would be beneficial to the public-at- 
large if the mails next Christmas can be 
spared the customary extra holiday burden. 

But the curtailment of gift-giving could 
do little, if any, possible good, while on the 
other hand it would work a distinct and un- 
warranted hardship upon the country’s mer- 
chants, and especially upon the children. 

It is earnestly to be hoped that the worthy 
and patriotic men who are at the head of 
the National Council of Defense will give

On this 1ith day of July, Just two calen- 
dar months before the white voters of Geor- 
gia will select by primary a candidate for 
the United States senate to succeed Thomas

Long Public Service 
Of Colonel Boifeuillet. 

Perhaps no man in Georgia 
better than John T. Boifeuillet. 

He served eight years in the Georgta leg- 
islature. He was clerk of the house for 
twenty years. He served as secretary to 
United States Senator A. O. Bacon for seven 
years, and in that time served as clerk to 
the senate foreign relations committee, a 
position that gave him a valuable store of 
information as to the treaty relations of this 
country that would be of particular value in 
the reconstruction of the trade relations fol- 
lowing the declaration of peace. 

Since the beginning of the present war, 
during the years immediately preceding the 
entry of the United States into the conflict, 
he was attached to the American embassy

The Georgia Primary 
Two Months From Today. 


Exactly so— 

Two months from today the white voters 
of Georgia will select by primary vote a 
successor to United States Senator Thomas 
W. Hardwick. 

The primary on the llth of September 
will be the first under the Neil law. 

This law, enacted in 1917, provides that 
the candidate for any specific office receiving 
the highest number of votes in any county 
shall be the nominee of that county for the 
office in question; and that the candidate 
receiving a majority of the county unit 
votes in Georgia shall be the democratic 
nominee of the state for that office. 

Such a nomination is equivalent to an 
election in the November elections, 

The prevailing opinion that entries for 
the United States senate, or for the state 
offices, under the Neil law, close sixty days 
prior to the primary, is a mistake. 

The Neil law ‘fixes no date of entry- 
closing, but leaves that to the democratic 
executive committee. 

The democratic executive committee of 
Georgia has fixed August 15 as the date 
for the closing of all candidate entries. 
Therefore, any prospective candidates for 
the senate, not yet announced, or for any 
offices, the nominations for which are con- 
trolled by this law, have more than a month 
yet to get into the running, should such 
prospects elect to enter.

Automobile Association 
Gives Dinner Tonight. 


The Georgia State Automobile associa- 
tion will give a dinner this evening at 6:30 
o’clock at the Kimball to the Georgia gen- 
eral assembly, and the two branches of that 
assembly have accepted the invitation.

Disbursement of State F unds 


Investigating Commission 
Recommends Numerous 
Amendments to Cure So- 
Called Evasions of Present 

Law. es ' 


‘While it was declared that nothing 
was found to indicate dishonesty in 
the expenditure of the state’s funds, 
the special commission named last year 
to investigate appropriations reported 
to the general assembly yesterday that 
many irregularities had been discov- 
‘ered, the constitutionality of which 
Was questioned, in the method of ap- 
propriating and disbursing the state's 
money and numerous amendments in 
the law, some of them requiring con- 
stitutional changes, were recommend- 
ed to cure them. 

The commission was made up of the 
governor, the attorney general, the 
State school superintendent, Senator 
Carswell and Representative Hall, of 
Bibb, chairmen, respectively, of the 
senate and house appropriation com- 
mittees. 

The board recommended that the 
general appropriation act of 1917 be 
“re-enacted this year to govern expen- 
ditures for 1919 with certain changes 
suggested in their report. 

Evasion of Constitution. 

Attention was first called to what 
were regarded as specific evasions of 
the constitutional limitation in the ap- 
propriations made to the executive de- 
partment. While the law allowed a 
messenger in the governor's office, the 
fact was that the so-called messenger 
was in reality an additiona) clerk. 
The employment of a stenographer to 
the keeper of public buildings, who 
really was a stenographer in the execu- 
tive department, was another evasion 
of the law. 

The suggestion was made that the 
constitutional limitation for clerical 
expenditures in the governors office 
be increased by constitutional amend- 
ment from $6,000 to $10,000, and a prop- 
osition to that effect was presented in 
the house Wednesday by Representa- 
tive Hall. It was found that the grow- 
ing business of the executive depart- 
ment had rendered the $6,000 allowed 
by the constitution of 1877 entirely in- 
adequate. 

It was further recommended that 
more adequate provision be made for 
the examination of state banks, either 
through the treasurer’s office or by 
the creation of an entirely separate 
department. 

Attention was called to the fact that 
the salaries of the clerical force and 
corps of assistants in the department 
of agriculture, including that of the 
state chemist, the state veterinarian, 
the food and oil inspectors, were fixed 
by the heads of the various depart- 
ments concerned and were without au- 
thority of law. It was urged that all 
these salaries should be fixed by law, 
the present system being, in the opin- 
ion of the commission, contrary to the 
long-established public policy of the 
state. The work of the market bu- 
reau created last year was approved and 
an increased appropriation urged, if 
the condition of the treasury permitted 
it. ) 

Entomological Department. 
The commission failed to find any 
law to authorize the appropriations 
annually made to the entomological de- 
partment, and suggested the enactment 
of a general law defining the work of 
that department and limiting it so as 
not to conflict with the work con- 
ducted by the state college of agricul- 
ture. 

A well-defined demarkation of the 


functions of the department of agricul-jor these 


ture in all of its branches and the state 
college of agriculture should be made, 
the commission reported, in order to 
avoid duplication of duties and conse- 
quent extravagance. 

The position of the state experiment 
station was found to be an anomalous 
one and a law was urged to put the 
institution in line with the purposes 
of the federal government. 

The office of compiler of records 
should also be established by law 
and his functions defined. The printing 
laws of the state were found to be 
most unsatisfactory and the commission 
recommended that, in go far as possi- 
ble, each department should be allowed 
to award the contracts for its own 
printing. 

It was found that the appropriation 
for the state board of health was en- 
tirely inadequate for the enforcement 
of health lawae now on the statute 
books and an intrease in the appro- 
priation sufficient to make the laws ef- 
fective was recommended, should the 
condition of the treasury warrant it. 
This committee recommended that the 
state tuberculosis sanitarium at Alto 
be placed under the board of health 
and ita special board of trustees be 
abolished, bs

The commission disapproved of the 
$20,000 appropriation last year for ex- 
tension work in household economics 
to the Georgia Normal and Industrial 
college. It said that the appropriation 
for the purpose was unwise and should 
be discontinued. It recommended that, 
if the school needed more money, its 
maintenance appropriation should be 
increased if the condition of the treas- 
ury wayranted it. The commission rec- 
ommended that the appropriation to 
public schools should be as liberal as 
the condition of the treasury would al- 
low, but care should be taken not to 
exceed the funds at the disposal of the 
state. 

Report in Full. 
The report in full follows: 
State of Georgia, Executive Department, 

Atlanta, July 8, 1918. 

To the General Assembly of Georgia: The 
governor, attorney general, state school 
commissioner, Hon. George H. Carswell, of 
the senate, and Hon. Joseph H. Hall, of the 
house of representatives, composing a com- 
mittee created under authority of section 
12 of the general appropriations act of 
1917, submit the following report: 

The committee has investigated all ap- 
propriations usually carried in the general 
appropriations act, and find that they are 
legal and advisable, except as hereafter 
noted. We have investigated the needs of 
the departments to which appropriations 
are made, and recommend that all appro- 
priations carried in the general act of 1917 
be made for the year 1919 except as here- 
inafter indicated. 


Governor’s Office. 


The constitutional limitation of $6,000 for 
clerical help in the governor’s office is in- 
adequate. 

To meet the absolute necessities of the 
office, for years it has been customary to 
furnish funds with which to increase the 
clerical force by statutory enactments which 
are in violation of the constitution of 1877. 
A messenger for the governor is author- 
ized, said messenger, however, performing 
clerical duties. In 1915 provision was made 
for a stenographer to the governor at the 
mansion; but in 1917, in his place, an ap- 
propriation was made of $1,200 for the em- 
ployment of a clerk to the keeper of pub- 
lic buildings and grounds. This clerk, how- 
ever, has been engaged exclusively in cleri- 
cal work in the governor’s office. Even 
with these, there is not sufficient force for 
the clerical work of this department. We 
recommend, therefore, that the constitution 
be amended, authorizing $10,000 for the em- 
ployment of needed clerical help in this 


office. 
State Treasurer, 

The state treasurer disburses 
eight million dollars annually. This and 
other duties incident to his office, practi- 
cally take all his time, and leave none for 
the examination of banks required of him 
by law. . 
We recommend that adequate provision be 
made for the maintenance of an efficient 
department for the examination of state 
banks—either under the supervision of the 
treasurer or through a separate department, 
as may be best. 

State Agricultural Department. 
An appropriation of $15,000 is carried for 
this department. The law provides for a 
clerk to the commissioner of agriculture, 
whose salary is paid from the maintenance 
fund. Upon investigation, we find that the 
commissioner is paying $8,020 for clerical 
help. The salary of the clerk to the com- 
missioner is limited to $1,800. An assist- 
ant commissioner of agriculture is employ- 
ed at a salary of $2,400, a stenographer at 
$2,200, a bookkeeper at $1,920 and a clerk 
to the state oil inspector at a salary of $900. 
While this was the custom in the depart- 
ment before the present incumbent assumed 
office, and while there is no question in 
the opinion of the committee but that all 
employees are necessary, still the

committee is of the opinion that there should 
be specific legal authority for the employ- 
ment of these officials and their salaries 
should be fixed by law. 

Some of the committee are insistent that 
it was never contemplated that the clerical 
expenses of the office should be paid from

mittee suggests legislation. 
The committee also finds a similar con- 
dition obtains in the case of the state chem- 
ist and his assistants, and likewise recom- 
mends corrective legislation. 
The same situation exists in the case of 
the veterinarian and his corps of assistants. 
It is left entirely to the discretion of the 
officials as to the number of persons to be 
employed and the salaries to be paid them. 
Under the law as it now stands, the entire 
fund arising from the inspection of foods 
could, in the discretion of the state com- 
missioner of agriculture and the state vet- 
erinarian, be applied for the purpose of car- 
rying out the provisions of that law. This, 
we believe, is not in conformity with the 
policy of the state, even if it should not be 
contrary to law, and ‘we recommend that 
the legislature specifically designate the of- 
ficials needed and their salaries.

State Sanitarium. 

The superintendent reports that it will 
require an appropriation of $1,000,000 for 
the support and maintenance of this insti- 
tution for the year 1919. This is an increase 
of $239,000 over the amount appropriated 
for the present year. We have not been 
furnished by the board of trustees with any 
facts or figures showing for what this large 
increase is necessary. It ig impossible for 
us to say whether or not this appropriation 
of one million dollars is nece We have 


only the opinion of the superintendent that 


it will take this amount.

There is no necessity for 
increased funds and it appears that the 
present appropriation might even be re- 
duced. 

The University of Georgia and Its Branches. 

Some of the committee question the con- 
stitutionality of any appropriation in the 
general appropriation act for the support 
of the University of Georgia and its branch- 
es. This doubt arising out of the language 
of the constitution as found in the following 
citations: 

Article 8, section 7, paragraph 9. 

Article 7, section 1, paragraph 1, and 

Article 8, section 6, paragraph 1. 

In view of this doubt the committee rec- 
ommonds that the constitution be amended 
by adding to Article VII., section 1, after 
the words for educational purposes in in- 
structing children in the elementary branch- 
es of an English education only.“ the fol- 
lowing: “and for the support and mainte- 
nance of high schools and the University 
of Georgia and its several branches.“ 

The legality of the appropriation for uni- 
versity extension, and the extension work 
done by the branches of the university, 
has been called into question. The majority 
of the committee think the appropriations 
for this work are legal and desirable. 

Concerning the appropriations for exten- 
sion work by the University of Georgia and 
its branches, Mr. Joseph H. Hall submits 
the following dissenting opinion: 

J cannot agree to the conclusions of the 
committee that it is within the power of the 
general assembly to make appropriations to 
the University of Georgia for the support 
and maintenance of agents employed by the 
State Agricultural college and the Georgia 
Normal and Industrial college at Milledge- 
ville for the purpose of delivering lectures 
on what is known as domestic science, and 
for maintaining the various activities car- 
ried on by these schools. In my opinion 
these appropriations are not only not au- 
thorized, but are expressly forbidden by the 
constitution. 

“IT think all the appropriations made to 
the State Agricultural college, other than 
to teach students at the agricultural col- 
lege, who are regularly enrolled there as 
students in that department of the state 
university, are without authority of law. 
I think that under the statement of Dr. 
Soule only $40,000 of the money appropri- 
ated is legally used, if, indeed, that is 
legal.“ 

The appropriation act of 1917, in refer- 
ence to the North Georgia Agricultural 
college at Dahlonega, contains the proviso 
that no part of the appropriation shall be 
used to pay a salary for a member of 
the board of trustees for his services as 
trustee, or otherwise, and further provides 
that if this provision is violated it shail 
work a forfeiture of such appropriation. 

We think the proviso above cited is in 
conflict with the provisions of the act of 
the general assembly (Georgia Laws, 1911, 
page 161), which act provides for the pay-

DIVORCE REMEDY 
PLANNED IN BILLS 
FRAMED BY ELLIS 


To remedy the growing divorce and 
marriage evils, four bills have been 
drawn up by Judge W. D. Ellis, judge 
in the Fulton county superior court, 
and will be presented ‘to the legisla- 
ture by John Y, Smith, a prominent 
Atlanta attorney, at whose suggestion 


Judge Ellis drew up the bills. 

Judge Ellis stated that he is not 
apposed to granting divorces in proper 
cases, but that he did not believe that 
the evil could be eradicated by drastic 
legislation. “Even conceding what is 
said by some, namely, that if the wom- 
an be not given a divorce when separa- 
ton takes place, many of them will 
lead an even worse life, yet, if divorce 
is made more difficult, if safeguards 
are thrown around marriage and di- 
vorce, a vastly greater number of 
women will not separate from their 
husbands,” explained the judge. “There 
is no disguising the fact that in states 
where, there are no divorce laws, and 
in churches where no divorce is toler- 
ated, there are far fewer separations 
than where divorces are quickly and 
easily obtained and where there is no 
condemnation of indiscriminate dissolu- 
tion of marriage duties.” 

Judge Ellis stated that the solicitor 
general has no time to devote to this 
business, and unless it is well done, 
there is no use to attempt to have 
these cases represented. To that end 
one bill, calls for the appointment of 
an attorney to represent the state in 
the trial of all undefended divorce cases 
and to provide for the compensation to 
such attorney. This is to be done in 
counties where large cities are situ- 
ated and must be done upon the.recom- 
mendation of the grand jury, at each 
or any of the terms of the superior 
court of such county and the judge of 
the court will appoint the attorney. 

A second bill provides for the amend- 
ment to the Georgia code which relates 
to discretionary grounds in cases 
brought for divorce, by adding to the 
section the following words, to-wit: 
“But the jury shall not grant an ab- 
solute divorce on the uncorroborated 
testimony of one of the parties.” This 
applies in cases of cruel treatment and 
habitual intoxication and stipulates 
that a total divorce cannot be obtained 
without corroborating evidence. 

A third bill provides that the dis- 
abilities of the parties shall not be 
removed after the granting of the final 
verdict until a certain number of 
months have elapsed. This will elim- 
inate the morning divorce and the 
remarriage of one of the parties in the 
same evening. 

The last bill provides that the grant- 
ing of marriage licenses be further 
restricted, that the man apply in writ- 
ing for the license, giving his age, ad- 
dress and occupation and the age and 
address of the woman, and the name 
and address of her parents; also that 
the ordinary notify the parents of the 
woman in writing before the license is 
granted, a certain period to elapse be- 
tween the filing of the application and 
the granting of the license.

Director Bartlett, of the bureau of 
farm furloughs, who will leave this 
morning to resume his duties as secre- 
tary of the Dublin Chamber of Com- 
merce, filed his report of the first 30 
days of service with Governor Dorsey 
yesterday afternoon. It covers in de- 
tail the work of inaugurating the bu- 
reau, and the results accomplished. It

“after a conference with the camp 
officials at Camp Gordon, it was 
thought best to have all applications 
come through this bureau.

The last named matter would proba-

Stubbs, of Laurens, retorted that men- 
ingitis was epidemic in Macon and that 
he preferred the risk of typhoid fever. 

Whether the action of the house was 
to be taken as a self-denying ordinance 
or vote of confidence in the water 
supply of Atlanta was not apparent, 
but the resolution was defeated on a 
show of hands by one vote, the ayes 
being 65 and the nays 66.
